WORKING FOR i WAR! 



United States Press Inducing' Be- 
lief That Maine Y/as "Wrecked 
Ly An Enemy. 



Impossible to Float the Hulk and 
Removal May Be Left to the 
Spanish. 



New York, Feb. 25.— The Mail and 
Express publishes an extra on the 
streets this afternoon with the following 
from its Havana correspondent, W. S 
Quigloy : 

"The United States naval board of 
inquiry continued to-day taking the tes- 
timony of the divers who have been 
working on the wreck of the Maine. 
Those who were sent here from the battle- 
Bhiplowa and thecruisor New York were 
examined, While, of course, the members 
of the court will not talk for publication, 
lam informed on the highest authority 
that the evidence of diver Morgan as to 
the condition of the Maine shows almost 
beyond the possibility of a doubt in the 
opinion of my informant that the Maine 
was blown up by an outaide agency. 
Furthermore Morgan's report- was veri- 
fied by the other American divers who 
descended to-day. 

All of the testimony of the civilian 
witnesses, of the disaster wns taken to- 
day. The court will finish its work to- 
morrow, and proceed at once to Key 
West to take the testimony of the sur- 
vivors there, It has also been decided 
not to return to Havana, as all the in- 
formation as to the cause of the disaster 
obtainable here has already been secured. 
It is believed that a decision has been 
practically reached. The witnesses yet 
to be examined will hardly change the 
verdict. 

The court has decided against any at- 
tempt to raise the ruined battleship. 
The members are convinced that it 
would be useless, as she could never be 
kept afloat, and the Spanish authorities 
here will he informed that if they wish 
the wreck removed from the harbor they 
must a;tend to the work themselves. 
This decision gives a better idea of the 
terrible buvoo wrought in the Maine 
than columns of description could 
give. The Merritt Wrecking company , it 
was announced to-day, wanted $2,000,000 
to raise the wreck. The company's re- 
presentatives made this demand alter 
viewing the wrecked vessel. The wreck- 
ers to-day turned their attention to salv- 
ing the great guns. These at least can 
be recovered in sufficiently good condi- 
tion to warrant the effort, 

Two unknown bodies of the crew were 
recovered in the wreck by the divers at 
noon to-day. The bodies were fright- 
fully burned and mangled and it may he 
impossible to ever identify Botne of 
them." 

Chicago; Feb. 25.— Mr. II. H. Kohl- 
sasit, who is a very close friend of Presi- 
dent. McKinley, publishes the following 
in the Chicago livening Poet to-day : 

" It can toe stated positively that 
neither the President nor Secretary Long 
is in possession of a single fact or report 
in regit d to the Maine disaster that they 
have not, made public. While they can- 
not coiinrui nur deny the sensational 
stories published throughout the coun- 
try as to the progress of the 
inquiry, they know that none of 
the evidence or conclusions of 
the court will be made public in 
advance of tho report, livery official 
connected with the investigation into 
the cause of the disaster to the Maine, 
from (Japt. .Sampson down to the divers 
and linemen, is under oath of secrecy. 
Too Maine itself is sacredly guarded 
from unofficial approach. These facts 
account for tho remarkable equanimity 
with which the American people 
read the daily sensations from Ha- 
vana and the Btock jobbing forebodings 
of war from New York and Washing- 
ton. This much is absolutely true 
President McKinley knows nothing 
about the wreck of tho Maine or the 
testimony as to its cause that he liaB not 
made public. He will not withhold any 
information when he getB it. He has 
not come to any conclusion as to 
whether the disaster waa accidental [or 
designed, or whether it was caused by 
an internal or external explosion, 
when he receives the report of the court 
of inquiry lie will know the facts, 
which he will make public with hiB con- 
clusions and policy." 



Havana, Feb. 25,— Tho court of in- 
quiry Una morning sat longer than 
usual. The divers were examined more 
in detail than ever before. The cloudy 
weather and rain made the work of the 
divers unsatisfactory to-day, and there- 
fore but little work was done. It wbb 
reported that n hole had been made by 
the diverB in one of the forward hatches, 
and it was hoped to get out a number tf 
bodies later in the day. In tho harbor 
here there is no tidal current to clour 
away the mud and settlings, so flie wate r 
is murky and difficult to work in. 

The wreck of the Maine is slowly but 
surely sinking. Before the hull can be 
raised the guns and deck debris of all 
kinds must bu taken out, This will take 
time and, for lack of proper appliances, 
practically nothing has been done yet. 
Aside from the cabin effects the salvage, 
thus far, has been small. 

The time of the departure of the Man- 
grove with tho court of inquiry for Key 
West is Btill in doubt. She is not likely, it 
now appears, to Bail to-day, and Captain 
SanipaouBays it ia doubtful whether she 
will sail to-morrow. The captain repeats 
hia former statement that all depends 
upon the developments of the testimony. 
The Spanish cruiBer Alfonso XII has 
been towed to a buoy further within the 
harbor, to make room for the cruiser 
Yizcaya, which ia expected here to-mor- 
row or the next day from the north. 

The news of all kinds here is more 
routlno at preeont, there being no ex- 
citement and even rumors are lees active 
than UBual, 



London, Feb. 25. — According to a 
Rpecial dtspatoh from Madrid reports 
r ceived there from the United States 
a e to the effect that public opinion in 
t ie latter country is becoming morn ex- 
c ted owing to tho impresBion that the 
1 iss of the Maine was not due to acci- 
dent, are "restirring popular feeling 
hero (in Madrid), and the conviction ia 
increasing in ministerial circles that the 
worBt must be expected." 

Continuing, the despatch says : " The 
government will have no choice if the 
United States adoptB a threatening atti- 
tude, for the proapect of war ia popular 
with all parties, and the more excitable 
newspapers are already urging the gov- 
ernment to take measures to enable 
Spain to strike the first and decisive 
blow." 

New Yobk, Feb. 25.— The Spanish 
cruiser Vizcaya was reported under way 
at 1 :25 p.m. by the observer at quaran- 
tine. The Vizcaya had only one guard 
about her, the navy tug Nina, which 
circled about her all morning. The flag 
of the flagship was still at half-mast as 
she drew down the bay. The big cruiser 
saluted her diminutive escort, and in- 
creasing her speed as she neared the sea, 
began rapidly to leave the Nina behind.' 
She did not salute the fortB at the nar- 
rows, but sped Bwiftly oft" towards the 
southwestern horizon. 

A dispatch to tho Tribune from Hav- 
ana sayB : Patience is necesBary on the 
part of the people of the United States 
in the Maine investigation. Notwith- 
standing vexatiouB delayB, real progress 
is being made by the divere. The deci- 
sion regarding the cause of the disaster 
ultimately restB on their work. Captain 
Sampson's naval board has been able to 
gain the fullest information, showing 
that an accident through lack of dis- 
cipline was impossible. This branch of 
the inquiry brings out what was well 
understood — the officers and crew of the 
Maine were under tho strictest disci- 
pline, because although on the surface 
tho visit of the Maine was friendly, Cap- 
tain SigBbee had taken tho proper pre- 
cautions against hostile action. 

The work of clearing out the bodies 
under the hatch proceeds. The eightB 
there are pitiful almost beyond the en- 
durance of the divers, accustomed as 
they are to such experiences. The con- 
dition in which the bodies are found 
shows that the men, sleeping in bnnks, 
must have been driven against the 
beams overhead with terrible force. In 
many instances the bodies are charred 
heyond possibility of recognition. The 
boatd has not yet directed an examina- 
tion of the hull plaieB. 

While the divert,' examinations Bhow 
that some smaller magazines may have 
exploded, the fact that the main ten- 
inch magazine had not exploded seemB 
conclusively established. The story of 
tho finding of a ten-inch copper 
cylinder was correct. Tho Spanish 
authorities adhere to the story of fire in 
the ship first and an explosion after- 
wards. The result of the divers' work 
ia conclusive against that theory. 
Though reports are carefully guarded, it 
is known that what they found in the 
interior of the wreck haB demolished 
the theory of a fire before the explosion. 

A despatch to the World from Madrid 
says: Admiral Terry, secretary and 
chief of staff to the cammander of the 
Maine, sayB : '" The harbor of Havana 
contained no sub-marine mine in the 
vicinity of the place where the battleship 
Maine and Spanish cruiBer Alfonza XII 
were anchored." 

A despatch to the Herald from Havana 
says: "There is no longer any reason 
to doubt that the explosion which 
wrecked the Maine came from under- 
neath the vessel. Her magazines had 
nothing to do with the initial explosion 
and played a Bmaller part in the ceneral 
disaster than was at first supposed." 

PaBBengera on the bteamship Concho, 
which has just arrived from Havana, say 
the Bight of the Maine is horrifying 
from the evidence which wreckage bore 
of the power of the explosion and the 
carnage wrought. Buzzards hung about 
the wreck, the Spanish ofticerB making 
no effort to drive them away, though 
their presence was sickening* and of- 
fensive. The Spaniards who rowed 
about in boats did not conceal their sat- 
isfaction at the American warship'Bfate, 
and sometimes! were seen shaking their 
lists at the flag that hung half-mast 
above the hulk. 

Havana, Feb. 25. — The United States 
lighthouse tender Mangrove is Btill here, 
and the court of inquiry will have its 
uaual sessions to-day. It is highly prob- 
able that the testimony of civilian wit- 
nesses did not add to the court's knowb 
edge of the circumstances attending the 
explosion, the cause of which theee wit- 
nesses could hardly know anything, be- 
ing quite a distance away. The wounded 
are reported to be doing well thus far 
to-dav. The Derrick it Wrecking Com- 
pany's tug Right Arm is again at work 
removing such parts of the wreck aa is 
possible in advance of tho stronger tugB 
from the north. It is believed that tho 
divera will remain at work when the 
Mangrove leaves. The Fern is the only 
United States vessel in tho harbor.

Ottawa, Feb. 25. — Tho general im- 
pression in official circles is that the 
government will make regulations for- 
bidding aliens from taking up mining 
locations in the Yukon.

He 
had a stroke of apoplexy yesterday and 
to-day his entire body is paralyzed. He 
can hardly live through the night. 

Mesara. Wills, Livernaah and Landre- 
ville, the miners' delegation from Daw- 
son, had a conference with Deputy 
Minieter Smart to-day regarding the 
mining regulations. 

Lieutenant Kenneth Burnett, 2nd 
Battalion, 5th Regiment, reaignB hiB 
commission. John Spottiswood_ ia ap- 
pointed Second Lieutenant provisionally. 

Senator Tempteman arrived here to- 
day, making his firBt appearance Bince 
hia appointment, only to find that the 
Senate will not meetagain until March 8. 

The Dominion brewers had an inter- 
view with the government to-day. They 
want the question of compensation and 
the imposition of direct taxation to make 
up for Iobb of revenue, submitted to the 
people for decision.

MR. SIFTON'S BARGAIN. 

He Wishes to Stand by It While. His Col- 
leagues Would Keopan the Question. 

Toronto, Feb. 25.— (Special)— The Ot- 
tawa correspondent of the Mail, diacusB- 
ing the Hamilton Smith feature of the 
Yukon railway matter, says: 

' Realizing this fact, there are Beveral 
members ol the cabinet quite willing 
now to re-open this question. The 
Btrongeet possible opposition to consid- 
ering the new offer comes from Mr. Sif- 
ton, minister of the interior, who ought 
under ordinary circumstances to bo the 
champion of the WeBt against all land- 
grabberB, and who is threatening to re- 
Bign if his colleagues insist upon making 
any move that will render a reduction in 
the land grant possible. He stated a few 
days ago in the house that he had 
spent long and weary hourB trying to in- 
duce Mackenzie & Mann to accept the 
contract for a smaller subsidy, but now 
that a railway can be built for one-quar- 
ter of the subsidy, Mr. Sifton ie the 
chief and only*obstacle to the adoption 
of a more reasonable course. 

In reply to a telegram of inquiry to 
Hamilton Smith who was in New York, 
regarding his offer to the government, 
he sent the following message: "Van 
Home asked at my request to approach 
Sifton day latter'a return from West, 
Bhowing my plan, naming most of my 
London associates and indicating my de- 
sire to build line by Dalton route."

Heavy. 



New York, Feb. 25.— Bradatreet|B to- 
morrow will say : While bueiueas of a 
(speculative nature has been quick to re- 
flect an increasing strain in political af- 
fairs in reducoil values aud withdrawals 
or curtailment of activity in some lines, 
there is little to indicate that the volume 
of distributive trade has been reduced 
and reports to Bradstreets, bo far an. the 
latter branch of trade is concerned, are 
among the best received this year. With 
few important exceptions the price situ- 
ation is one of strength. 

The demand for steel in the West con- 
tinues large and prices continue firm. A 
feature of Chicago trade has been the 
placing ol an order for 4,000 tons of steel 
railB for a railroad in Alaska. Almost 
equally good reports come from the 
Northwest, where trade is reported 
either fully equal to or ahead of last 
year. 

The word Klondike accurately pic- 
tures the situation on the Pacific Coast. 
All eyes appear to be fixed on the outfit- 
ting trade and the transportation of men 
and supplies to the North. 

Wheat and flour and lumber exports 
are larger and raina in California are 
improving the agricultural outlook. 

A very large drop in the number of 
■business failures is indicated by reports 
thiB week, the total number being only 
183, against 268 last week, and 25!) in the 
corresponding week of 18<J7. 

Stormy weather and Lenten observ- 
ances have checked the volume of de- 
mand and distribution in the Dominion 
of Canada, the demand from country 
Jhaving been heavily reduced except 
where lowered railway rates made larger 
traffic at some towns. The rate war 
jbetweeil Hw Canadian roads is giving 
both all they can do to handle the busi- 
ness offering, and locomotives are being 
borrowed to help move traffic. The 
Klondike trade is active both in Mon- 
treal and Toronto, and it is, estimated 
that two million dollars will be Bpent 
this spring at these two cities in outfit- 
ting. " From the Pacific Coast of the 
Dominion come reports of activity in the 
Klondike trade. Up country trade ia 
rather slow. 

Business failures in the Dominion this 
week number 45, against 3S last week 
aud 50 in this week a year ago. 

The bank clearances for the Dominion 
of Canada were as follows: Montreal 
$16,361,261, increase 84.2 per cent.; 
Toronto $7,740,388. increase 31.2 ; Winni- 
peg $1,306,215, increase 22.3; Halifax 
$5,031,731, increase 20.7; Hamilton $592,- 
441, increase 5.3 ; St. John, N.B., $106,- 
424, increase, 13.8. 



STILL CHEAPER TRAVELLING. 

A Vet Lower Rate Across the Continent 
May Be Announced. 

Montreal, Feb. 25.— (Special)— It 
does not look aa if the railway confer- 
ence will effect much in the way of 
settling the rate war. It is understood 
to-night that the Grand Trunk will to- 
morrow announce that it will meet the 
CP. It. cut rate to Victoria and Vancou- 
ver, namely, $ 10 for first class and $30 
for second class. If the conference re- 
sults in nothing the C.I'.R. will again go 
one better than the Grand Trunk by 
making another cut. 

THE ELK.JAR. PARTY. 

A Trading Outfit Going North From Victoria 
on the Islander. 

WiNNiP£G,Feb. 25.— (Special)— P.Elk- 
jar and party for Klondike left last even- 
ing, and will sail from Victoria on the 
Islander on March 2. Mr. 10 Ik jar is tak- 
ing in two carloads of supplies, moat of 
which he purchased in Victoria or 
Vancouver, and with the assistance of 
20 mules and -10 dogs, the 17 Pien in the 
party will proceed to 30 miles below Five 
Finger rapiuo, where he will establish a 
post. Mr. Elkjar ia propietor with a 
partner of a steamer now wintering at 
the mouth of the Lewis river on the 
upper Yukon, and they will use this to 
carry paBsengera from DawEon City to 
Five Fingers. From Five Fingers saddle 
horses will be provided, and the trio 
will, it is expected, be made in remark- 
ably Hhort time of fifteen days.

IMPERIAL INSTITUTE.

London, Feb. 25.— The Daily Mail an 
nounce to-day that Now Zealand has 
djaerted the Imperial Inatitute. 

The Imperial Institute of the United 
Kingdom, the Colonies and India, 
was founded in 18S7 as a record 
of Queen Victoria's golden jubi- 
lee. In the main its aims were to 
be the formation of complete collec- 
tions of the natural products of the 
British Empire, the establishment of 
a aystem of commercial intelli- 
gence to work with and eupple- 
inent the display of the specimens, 
and the practical adaptation of both to 
the purposes and advancement of trade. 
The foundation Btone was laid by the 
Queen on July -1th, 1887, and the formal 
inauguration by Her Majesty took place 
in May, 1893. 

Vast quantities of Bpecimen products 
from all parts of the Empire are in the 
galleries and the Institute, which is one 
of the chief eights of London, baa from 
the first been regarded by the Imperial 
government aa furniahing one of the 
strongeat bonds between the mother 
country and the colonies, especially the 
Australian.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Sharp Recovery in the New York Market 
and a Bear Raid Well Resisted. 

New York, Feb 25.— There was a sharp 
recovery in the prices of stocks to-day, fn 
which the engagement ol" gold for import 
was the predominant influence. The 
course of the exchange market yesterday 
foreshadowed the early importation oi 
gold, which ia the direct outcome of the 
stiffening in rates for call money. The 
amount of sterling exchange held in New 
York is variously estimated at from .$10,- 
000,000 upwards. A largo part of it has been 
used as collateral for loans and the large 
liquidation of loans has released a quantity 
of this exchange and brought it upon the 
market. In other words, the rise in the 
money rate makes it profitable to bring 
home funds which have been left abroad 
on account of the high rates hitherto pre 
vailing there. The bears made an effort 
to retain control of the stock market at the 
opening to-day by raiding a few of the 
specialties, notably Metropolitan and 
Manhattan, but they were unable to wipe 
out the gains shown in sympathy with 
London.

THE IMPROVEMENT 

OF THE STIKINE. 

As a general proposition the Slikine 
may be said to be an easily navigable 
stream. Last fall the United States 
papers printed some astonishing pictures 
and letterpress exhibiting the river as 
just a grade better than Niagara in its 
worst part. The most exaggerated 
stories were told about it. Some of the 
papers, notably the Post-Intelligencer, 
went so far as to say that it cannot be 
navigated at all. Our information 
that there is no place on the river where 
in high water good-sized river steamers 
will meet with any difficulty, provided 
of course they have engine power corres- 
ponding with their size. The canyon, of 
which so much has been written, and 
■which has been described as a place uf 
terrific peril, is in point of fact no ob- 
struction at all. The only serious ob- 
struction is said to be at the Devil's 
Elbow, a piece of water not very far 
above the conventional boundary, where 
some work ought to be done to make 
navigation easier for the larger vessels 
that will ply on the river. Work will be 
needed at many points above, but only 
to improve the navigation, not to render 
it possible. 

It is understood that parliament will 
be aBked to make the necessary appro- 
priation, and the action of the council of 
the Board of Trade yesterday in asking 
thecommittee on navigation to take the 
matter up with a view to collecting all 
available information as to the places in 
which and the time when work can be 
■done with the greatest advantage, and to 
■communicate with the proper depart- 
tnsnt, was timely. 

It will be necessary for some regula- 
tion to be adopted in regard to the pass- 
ing of certain points bv steamers. Thus 
no up-bound steamer ought to be 
allowed to enter the canyon when it 
would be likely to meet a down-bound 
vessel. As the canyon is only three- 
quarters of a mile long, and a perfectly 
safe and otraiglit run, if some Buch ar- 
rangement is made, the danger of collis- 
ion at this point will be completely re- 
moved. It is said also that auch a ru!e 
ought to be adopted in regard to the pas- 
sage of the Devil's Elbow. This would 
call for the stationing of men 
above and below the points mentioned 
with signal flags, and perhaps telephonic 
connection between them would be nec- 
essary, that is between tho men at the 
same point, although it might be possi- 
ble for them to communicate with each 
other by signals. The distance being 
very short telephones might not bo 
needed. No doubt tho owners of steamers 
plyine on the river will enter into some 
mutual arrangement covering this point, 
but it is desirable that any rule adopted 
shall have tho force of law, and we there- 
fore suggest that tho department of Ma- 
rine and Fisheries Bhall prescribe a regu- 
lation covering the ground, All steamers 
would be bound to obey this and the 
vessel violating it would bo responsible 
for any damage resulting. 



passing a law restrictine the location of 
claims or their ownership to British sub- 
jects. That is the only absolutely sure 
way. There ia no more reason why for- 
eigners should be allowed to come into 
the country and carry away its gold than 
that we ehould give up to them anything 
else which nature has endowed us with. 
We try to retain our fisheries. We make 
efforts to keep our lumber, or at leaBt to 
keep our lorests from being stripped for 
the benefit of foreigners; but we let the 
precious metals go to any one who 
chooses to come and get them. We are 
going now, it appears, to take off even 
the small royalty which foreigners were 
to be asked to pay in common with our 
own citizsnB, 

But it is not necessary to do tbiB to 
keep the very much larger part of the 
trade of tho Yukon for Canada. There 
is a' much better way, namely to build 
at once, and at once does not mean next 
year, but this year, a railway from some 
point on the British Columbia coast to 
Teslin Lake, and when that is done to 
close the Tagish Lake route to traffic at 
altogether, except for persons going in 
without merchandise. If this is done 
the whole trade of the country will 
come to Canada. No other plan will 
work successfully, although a railway 
from Glenora to Lake Teslin will help 
the matter a great deal. We hope to see 
both the Dominion and the Provincial 
governments take this matter up with 
vigor. We have seen a disposition on 
the part of some of the provincial news- 
papers to oppose the idea of provincial 
assistance to a railway that will extend 
for some four hundred miles and more 
through this province; but we' believe 
that such objectors will be in a very 
small minority. To the argument that 
such a railway will bo chiefly for the 
development of a region outside of the 
province, we reply first, that it is not 
true, and second that if it were true, the 
trade would come to British Columbia 
cities and to British Columbia farmers, 
and would be worth all it iB likely to 
cost. 

We concede that Canada as a whole 
should do very much more than this 
province, for the reason that the addi- 
tion to the revenue to result from the 
increased trade of the country and the 
out gold mines themselves will go into 
the dominion treasury ; but we do not 
see how anyone can justify the claim 
that the province ought to do nothing at 
all. 



PREPARING FOR WAR. 



THE WAY TO GET THE TRADE. 

Tho Toronto Board of Trade has 
adopted a resolution calling upon tho 
Dominion Government to open a wagon 
road from Edmonton to tho Yukon. We 
do not feel called upon to say anything 
against such a project, and in point of 
fact are disposed to commend it. Wo 
have some objections to raise to the 
argument made in favor of such a course. 
It is said that in no other way can tho 
trade of the Yukon bo secured to Can- 
ada. Tho Colonist long ago pointed 
out bow the trade of the Yukon can be 
secured to this country, and that was by- 



No question, not even taking purely 
local matters into account, can be of 
greater interest to the people of Canada 
at this moment than the probabilities of 
an armed collision between the United 
States and Spain. Hence the desire of 
the Colonist to keep its readers as fully 
informed upon what ia being Baid and 
done in regard to the disaster to the 
Maine as it possibly can, taking care to 
distinguish between what is clearly sen- 
sationalism and what has genuine news 
value, or may serve to aid readers in 
arrivingat a justeatimateof thechances. 
Tho following from the New York Tri- 
bune, and vouched for by that paper as 
coming directly from President McKin- 
ley, is of especial value as showing the 
drift of events : 

I do not propose to do anything at all 
to accelerate war with Spain. Up to the 
present I do not think that war is either 
necessary or inevitable. I would be lax 
in my duty, however, if I did not pre- 
pare for the future. The situation is 
grave, and the policy of the administra- 
tion will be determined almost entirely 
by the course of events from time to 
time, ihere is no necessity of alarming 
the people, but congress must be ready 
to assist the administration without 
making too many inquiries as to the 
course of current events. 

A statement like this coming from the 
responsible head of any other govern- 
ment than that of the United States 
would be regarded aB an almost certain 
precursor of war. When the head of a 
nation talks of not doing anything to 
accelerate a war, the inference is that he 
sees war approaching, and if it were not 
for the uncertainty that even President 
McKinley has acquired a habit of weigh- 
ing hiB words, we would conclude that 
the crisis cannot bo long deferred. 

A dangerous element in tho case is 
found in the fact that a great many 
people in the United States really want 
war. The construction of a navy of con- 
siderable power has inflamed tho already 
exuberant fancy of tho people that they 
are invincible on sea, and they are, that 
iB a very largo proportion of them are, 
impatient of a chance to demonstrate 
their prowess. To such people it is idle 
to talk of tho country being unprepared 
for active hostilities in spite of the fact 
that she has some very fine looking 
ships. ThiB state of unpreparednesB is 
well known to the naval experts of the 
country,. but thoy are afraid to tell the 
truth, so necessary iB.it for everyone 
connected with the government in 
any departmont to keep up a pre- 
tence of confidence in the country's 
unparalleled strength. A recent English 
naval writer, describing the navy of the 
United States, said that its chief object 
waB to appeal to the popular imagina- 
tion. Its construction has certainly had 
that effect, whatever may have been in- 
tended. Tho popular imagination has 
been excited to a tremendous pitch, arid 
tbo majority of tho people believe it to 
be a foregone condition that, if war 
with Spain should come, it. would Bim- 
ply be a sort of naval parade, accom- 
panied by the burning of,' a little pow- 
der and some trifling irpnvenieuce to 
tho people aboard the flelt. It would be

There 
is not much doubt about evidence of the 
latter kind being forthcoming if it will 
lead to war, for there is a very strong 
combination exceedingly deBirouB to 
bring Buch a climax about at the earliest 
poseible day. Evidence has been manu- 
factured before now. 

It ia alleged that the opinion of the 
olliciala of the navy department at 
Washington is that the explosion was 
caused by a submarine mine, and that 
tbo Spanish authorities purposely per- 
mits d the ship to be moored over a 
mine. In this event the responsibility 
of the Spanish government for the acci- 
dent would bo inevitable. We may feel 
very sure that under no circumstances 
will Spain admit such a responsibility. 
To do so would be to place the nation 
outside the pale of civilization. 



Tint method of bringing the consoli- 
dated statutes into force did not com- 
mend itself to Mr. Williams. The mat- 
ter is one upon which there is room for 
difference of opinion. We incline to the 
view that the plan adopted is, taking all 
things into consideration, the best. Ttie 
consolidation has been before tho pub- 
lic for a year and some of it for two 
years. The presumption ia that those 
persona who are competent to paas upon 
its quality have already examined it. If 
they have not done ao, we would not be 
disposed to rate very highly the con- 
sideration they would be likely to give it 
while the thousands of sections 
were being hurried through the legisla- 
ture. The consolidation of laws 
ia for expertB, and we think 
the moat expert aervicea available 
have been devoted to the work. If it is 
found in practice that the consolidated 
laws need amending, the amendments 
can be made as necessity arises. A con- 
solidation is not intended to be perman- 
ent collection of the laws, but only aB a 
convenience to those who require to 
know what the law 1b. Such changes bb 
have been made have apparently met 
with the full approval of the legal pro- 
fession. Even Mr. Williams did not 
suggest that any alterations are called 
for. It is fair to eay that the plan fav- 
ored by him was twice adopted in the 
province of New Brunswick ; but our re- 
collection ia that the consolidated crimi- 
nal code of Canada was not discussed 
section by section in parliament. 

In view of the pasaage of the bill bring 
ing the Consolidated Statutes into force 
it may interest some people to know 
that in the Btate of Washington some 
half dozen years ago, an Oregon lawyer 
named Hill, secured an appropriation to 
prepare a code for that state. This cod 
is supposed to embrace all the statute 
law of the state. . Mr. Hill prepared 
book in two volumes, taking up thesov 
eral sections of the previous code and 
statutes, amending it and changing them 
he thought necessary, and many 
changes were necessary, for some of th 
earlier sUtutes of Washington are cur 
iosities. He expected that the legisla 
turo would formally enact the altered 
and new sections; but nothing of the 
kind was done, and the reBtilt ia that 
Hill's Code, which is usually quoted 
in the courts of that state 
part statute and part Mr. Hil 
ideas of how the statutes should bo 
amended. As an example of careless 
nesB in legislation probably nothing sur 
paBees this. A queer feature of the codes 
ot several of the states is that they enact 
definitions, such aa are usually looked 
for in the dictionary. ThnB : A jury is 
a body of men appointed to try an issue 
of fa:t ; or a sheriff iB an executive 
ficer; ejectment is an action to recover 
possession of real estate, and so on 
Having thus solemnly enacted what the 
English language means, the codes goon 
to tell how juries are chosen, what their 
powers are, and so on, and contain simi- 
lar provisions in regard to sheriffs, ac- 
tions of ejectment. The idea of the 
makers of the statutes seems to have 
been that they were laying the founda 
tion of a language and a civilization. 

Tin; PoBt-Intelligencer once more talks 
about discrimination against United 
StateB citizens in the Yukon. Will it 
state what those acta of discrimination 
are? If an American citizen wants to 
mine in the Yukon ho muat take out a 
license ; so must a Canadian. He muat 
take it out at one or the other of the 
places specified in the regulations; so 
muBt a Canadian. He must pay a 
royalty on what gold he takes out; so 
must a Canadian. He must pay dutiea 
on any goods which he imports from 
foreign countries; so must a Canadian. 
In fact there is nothing for a foreigner 
must do to enable him to mine gold in 
tho Yukon that a Canadian must not 
also do. We challenge tho Post-Intelli- 
gencer or any ono else to disprove this.

Under the replevin the tug was handed 
over by the sheriff to plaintiffs. De- 
fendants now ask that the proceedings 
be Bet aside, the principal ground being 
that the tug ia the property of the de- 
fendants as it was purchased by them 
from C. J. V. Spratt on February 17, 
three days before the issue of the writ 
by plaintiffs. The defendants also claim 
that there is no entry on the ship'B 
registry of plaintiffs' alleged right of 
purchase. Messrs. Davie, Pooley it 
Luxton, for plaintiffs; Messrs. Hunter 
& Oliver, for defendants.

That the British Columbia Board of 
Trade baa done a great deal towardB 
atirring up Eastern Canada on the 
Yukon question is shown by a number 
of letters recently received from boards 
of trade and important bodies in the 
t East. These letters show, too, that in 
Ontario and Quebec tho business men 
are anxious and willing, once they un 
derstand the situation, to lend their aid 
to British Columbia to secure as much 
of the Yukon trade aB possible for Can- 
ada, and to nreBerve Canadian rigbtB 
against the attacks that the United 
StateB have been making against them. 

These letters refer to the communica- 
tion sent to Hon. Clifford Sifton on Janu- 
ary 26, urging the government to take 
steps to preserve fair treatment of Cana- 
dians going through the strip of Alaska 
into the Yukon. With this were sent 
copieB of a portion of the address pre- 
sented to Hon. Clifford Sifton when he 
was in Victoria in October last, in refer- 
ence to the same subject. Among the 
letters received in reply were the fol- 
lowing : 

From Secretary Vancouver Board — 
" In reply to your favor of 15th instant 
I have telegraphed the Hon. Clifford 
Sifton and Mr. G. R. Maxwell, M.P., 
that the board of trade considers the 
present arrangement aa to mining 
licenses for the NorthweBt Territories 
most BatiBfactory, and requesting the 
government not to make any change." 

From Secretary Toronto Board— 
" Y'our telegram of the 24th instant duly 
received, and the enclosed communica- 
tion waa at once forwarded to the minis- 
ter of the interior by our president. It 
would appear, however, by the morning 
papers that the government are fully 
alive to the immense importance of im- 
mediate action, aud are doing every- 
thing in their power to assist the 
merchants of this country, both eaBt 
and weBt. This board will only be too 
glad to asBist you at all timeB in further- 
ing the efforts being made to prevent 
interference with rights of the British 
Columbia merchants, and to secure and 
retain for them their legitimate trade." 

President Toronto Board to Mr. Sif- 
ton — "I am in receipt to-day of a tele- 
graph despatch trom the Board of Trade 
Victoria, B.C., stating that the ob- 
noxious regulations instituted by the 
United Statea government affecting the 
passage of Canadian goods through the 
disputed territory are Btill in force, and 
that their continuance will destroy the 
trade of the province with our mining 
territory. The remedy urged of closing 
Dyea and Skagway pass may not be the 
only one available, but I have hope that 
you will find eome effective way of 
checking this tendency on the part of 
our American frienda to interfere with 
the commercial ell'orta we are making in 
this territory. I believe the Dominion 
government by taking a firm stand now 
will avoid infinite trouble in the future." 

FVom Secretary Toronto Board — " I 
am in receipt of your esteemed favor of 
the 26th ulto., with enclosures as there- 
in stated. My council fully realize the 
importance of the matter of your com- 
munication and have made strong rep- 
resentations to the government upon the 
question, and they are only too pleased 
to most heartily co-operate with your 
board in their efforts to assist Cauaclian 
merchants in Becuring the Klondike 
trade." 

From President Hamilton Board — 
" On receipt of your telegram of 24th 
inat., re passage of Canadian goods 
through disputed territory, I asked the 
two members representing this city, both 
friendly to the government, to telegraph 
to the Minister of the Interior endorsing 
your recommendation. They sent a 
Btrong message and I followed it up by a 
messaue to the minister supporting your 
desires. To-day I have received from 
Mr. Wood, one of our representatives, a 
letter he has received from the minister, 
a copy of which 1 enclose. There does 
not seem any idea of immediate action, 
but I trust tho ultimate result will be 
satisfactory. We have done here all we 
could for you." 

Mr. Sifton to A. T. Wood, M.P.P., 
Hamilton — " Replying to your telegram 
of yesterday, I would say that we are 
struggling with the difficulties on the 
CoaBt, but are not prepared to go to the 
extreme length of closing up the ter- 
ritory at the present moment. 

I havo no doubttbatthe arrangements 
which we havo made for tho opening of 
an all-Canadian route will adjuBt mat- 
ters more effectively than any other 
method that could be adopted." 

From Secretary Montreal Board — "I 
beg to acknowledge receipt of your tele- 
gram of 24th ult., and of letter with en- 
closures of 26th ult., the Bubject matter 
of which baa received consideration from 
the council of this board and rendered 
it prepared and willing to proceed to 
Ottawa as requested, to there discuss 
with the Honorable the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, Mr. Wm. McLean, of 
Vancouver, and the president of the 
Toronto hoard, the important question 
of tho customs regulations governing 
transit into the Yukon. The council 
waa much gratified to learn from your 
i telegram of 8th inBt. that your board 



appreciated its prompt action in the 
matter." 

From Secretary Quebec Board—" I 
received id duo course your copy of por- 
tion of an address presented to the Hon. 
Clifford Sifton, minister of the interior, 
and also your circular of the 4th inst. 
Considering the importance of the mat- 
ter, I brought up 'this caee before the 
Quebec Board of Trade, and tho meeting 
unanimously resolved that the secretary 
should write to the Honorable Minister I 
of the Interior supporting the views of 
the British Columbia Board of Trade, 
which are in the intereat of the whole 
Dominion." 

From Siracoe Canning Co.—" We beg 
to acknowledge receipt of your esteemed 
letter, 20th ult., with copy enclosed of 
letter to the Hon. Clifford Sifton, minis- 
ter of the interior, and copy of address 
presented to him in October last. These 
have our earnest attention. We have 
brought the matter before the repre- 
sentatives in the Dominion house of 
parliament from the North and South 
ridings of the county of Norfolk, viz., 
John Charlton, Eeii., M.P., and Hon. | 
David Tisdale, M.P. Those gentlemen 
will do everything iu their power to fur- 
ther your and our mutual interests when 
the matter referred to in your letter is 
brought before the house. We will do 
what we can in bringing the matter be- 
fore other members of the house, and 
will endeavor to get them likewise in- 
terested in this matter." y 
From James Smart Manufacturing 
Co., Brockville: "We are duly in re- 
ceipt of your favor of 20th ult., re the 
Klondike trade. The matter to which 
you refer appears, according to tho pap- 
ers, to have been put right Bince your 
circular was mailed, and we suppose 
therefore any action on our part will be 
quite superfluous."

The Bill Bringing: Into Force the 
Kevised Statutes Enters the . 
Committee Stage. 



Routine Business Transacted and an 
Early Adjournment Until 
Monday Afternoon. 



Owing to the absence of the Premier 
from his place, aa well aa to a dearth of 
debateable material in the orders of the 
day, the Friday afternoon Bitting of the 
legialature was both short and unevent- 
ful. The only important business of the 
day wae the pasaano of the bill bringing 
the revised statutes of the province into 
force and operation, the second reading 
o5 which was agreed to, and a committee 
of the house subsequently considering 
the measure ic detail. 

After prayers by Rev. J. F. Botts, 
Mr. Williama expressed his desire to 
enter a very strong protest against the 
tlilatorinees of ministers of the crown in 
answering questions placed on the notice 
paper Bince the first day of the session. 

THE REVISED STATUTES. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta moved the second 
reading of the bill to give effect to the re- 
vised statutes of the province, tracing; 
the history of this important work of 
revision and paying high compliment to 
the wisdom and fitness of the revisers, 
by experience and training, for the im- 
portant work they hud this year com- 
pleted, Details were given of the very 
interesting work of revision, show- 
ing how the commissioners not only 
bad codified and arranged the 
laws of British Columbia to the 
present date, but had adopted and in- 
corporated the laws of England where 
these Imperial laws were found es- 
pecially applicable to the conditions and 
necessities of British Columbia. The 
completed revision waB indeed a mag- 
nificent work, and he had pleasure in 
moving the second reading of the bill to 
«ive the revision force and effect. 

Mr. Williams congratulated the houBe 
on having at last received the revieion so 
long in progress, at the same time com- 
plimenting the commissioners on the ex- 
cellence of their work. He maintained, 
however, that where changes were made 
in the laws, the legislature should have 
been consulted. There were many 
tilings in the revision which he held to 
be incomplete — as for example in the 
law of libel, so directly interesting to the 
newspaper editors and publishers of the 
province. For example, portions of the 
laws of libel in force in England and 
Ontario had been here adopted, while at 
the same time material parta of the 
law of Ontario had been omitted— 
notably that portion limiting the time 
in which libel proceedings must be ini- 
tiated after publication complained of. 
There were other things which might 
have been included in the revision to 
have made more perfect the completed 
work. The fault lay not with the com- 
missioners, however, hut with the At- 
torney-General, and with these observa- 
tions ho promised his support to the 
bill. 

Dr. Walkem, par parenthese, wished 
to explain a little matter in connection 
with the curfew law, which had been 
referred to incidentally. This was as to 
the age limit, which had been distinctly 
tixed in committee at fifteen years, al- 
though in some unexplained manner 
omitted from the printed measure. 

Mr. Samlin followed on lines Bimilar 
to those taken by Mr. Williams, Hon. 
Col. Biker speaking next in warm 
commendation of the revision. 

Hon. Mr. Pooler expressed his appre- 
ciation of the careful work of the com- 
missioners, and dwelt alBO upon tlie 
point that whereas the ataeadments 
alight be deemed advisable in some par- 
ticulars by the house, the revised 
Htatut03 could not be amended until 
made law by their paasage by the house. 

The second reading then passed 
:\ud the bill was sent to committee 
with Mr, Huff in the chair. In commit- 
tee, Mr. Williama took exception to the 
revision having been completed before 
the bouse waa tiilorded opportunity to 
make desirable amendments. The 
house should have been given the priv- 
ilege of making changes required before 
the work was disposed of, this being the 
only business-like course. 

Dr. Walkem in answer commented 
upon the small politicial tacticB of the 
senior member for Vancouver in waiting 
to suggest amendments until the statute 
revision was completed, and then bring- 
ing forth the carping criticism that ap- 
peared to be his sole stock-in-trade, in 
liia effort to prove that the consolidated 
statutes of British Columbia were not as 
perfect as those of the province of On- 
tario. 

The committee rose reporting pro- 
gress. 

PETITIONS RECEIVED. 

The three petitions of J. M. Catton and 
Others, presented to the house on Thurs- 
day by Mr. Helmcken— and relating to 
the incorporation of the Teslin Lake 
Kleetric Lighting Co., the Fort Simp 
lion, Glenora and Klondike Hallway Co , 
and the Teslin Lako and Victoria Tele- 
graph and Cable Co. — were read and re- 
ferred to the appropriate committees. 
.So also was the petition of II. Maitland- 
Kersey and others, offering the petition 
of I), i). Mann, Wilbam McKenzie and 
J. H. Hoar, for incorporation of the 
Yukon Railway Co. 

REPORTS AND RETURNS. 

Mr. Hunter presented the ninth re- 
port of the private bills committee, stat- 
ing the House Rules to have been com- 
plied with in the case of the Skeena 
River Railway, Colonization and Explor- 
ation Co., and the Rovelgtoke and Cas- 
siar Railway Co., the roport being re- 
ceived. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta presented the report 
of the superintendent of police, jails and 
reformatories for the year 1S!J7. 

Hon. Colonel Baker presented the fol- 
lowing papers : 

.Statement of orders in council and 
regulations made under authority of 
sec. 161 of the " Mineral Act, 18'JG," and 
eec. 13 of the " Placer Mining Act (lS'Jl ; 
Amendment Act, 18011. " 

Statement of bonds deposited in the 
provincial secretary's office by civil olli- 
uera of tlie province for the due perf irm- 
iiuce of their duties, under the "Civil 
Servieo Act." 

Statement of the names and places of 
residence of collectors of revenue paid by 
■ussion, nUe of samp, and authority 
fchora jr. 



Mr. Helmcken presented the petition 
of Charles R. Hosmer and others on be- 
half of the Red Mountain Tunnel Com- 
pany for leave to brim; in a private bill. 

On motion of Mr. Kellie, the Revel- 
Btoke & Cassiar Railway hill waB read 
and referred to the railway committee. 

Among the resolutions to be offered in 
the house next week is one by Mr. 
Sword for copies of the proBrectusea of 
the several provincial loans since 1890 — 
and another by Mr. Cotton for all cor- 
respondence with respect to tho regula- 
tions issued under the Water Clauses 
Consolidation Act. 

A first meeting of the mining commit- 
teo is arranged for Monday morning, at 
10 o'clock. Anyone with euggestiotiB of 
desirable amendments to the Mineral 
or the Placer Mining Act is invited to 
lay his suggestions before the chairman 
of the committee, Mr. A. W. Smith, not 
later than to-day. 

The private bills committee, at their 
Monday morning session, will take into 
consideration the amendments asked for 
in the Vancouver City etiarter, and aleo 
the petition for incorporation of the 
British Columbia MetalliforouB Mines, 
Iron, Steel, Tin'plate and Metal Com- 
pany. 

The railway committee at its meeting 
on Monday will deal with the incorpora- 
tion bills sought by the Kitimat railway 
company, tho South East Ivootenay rail- 
way company, the Ivootenay and North- 
west railway company, and the Alice 
Arm railway. 

Mr. Semlin during tho coming week 
purposes asking these questions; 1. 
Has there been a second investigation of 
Constable Hunter's conduct? 2. If so, 
what was the charge, or were the charges 
inquired into? 3, Before whom was the 
investigation held? Also : Have you re- 
ceived a petition thia year In reference 
to the construction of a road from Prince- 
ton to Keremeos, in the Similkameen 
Valley? 

Mr. Forater ia moving in the legisla- 
ture for a return showing the total cost 
in detail of the recently completed re- 
vision of the provincial statutes.

One of the few steamships which will 
go on record for burning sugar as fuel, ia 
the Alagonia, a big tramp vessel, which 
put into Eaquimalt for coal early yester- 
day morning, on her voyage from Java 
to Vancouver with a cargo for the B. C. 
Sugar Refinery. The vessel isout32daya 
fromMoji, her first coaling Btation after 
leaving Java, and her trip was a moBt 
remarkable one, full of excitement and 
anxiety for Capt. Davis and the men 
who form her crow. All tho way acroaB 
the Pacific the steamer buffeted storms 
of the severest kind, and when five days 
out from port encountered one 
in which for twenty-four hours she 
could not go fa»ter than a mile 
an hour. During thia storm one of tlie 
lifeboata wae smashed and tho bridge 
and railing about tho pilot house were 
carried away. On another day tho ves- 
sel only made 32 miles in 24 hours, and 
ho the Bteainer has travelled ever since 
leaving Moji. When at that port 
Captain Davis laid ia a supply tf 
coal that he thought would do him 
until ho reached Vancouver with 100 
tons to spare, but li ia calculations were 
considerably out. Two days out from 
Victoria the supply became so short that 
the cargo had to be drawn on, and every 
bit of lumber about the ship collected 
to help keep tho furnace gtitig. With 
tlie wood thus gathered and with a 
sprinkling of coal it was found that the 
sugar did not burn badly. There was 
3,700 tons on board and how largo 
quantity went into tho furnaces Capt 
Davis waa unable to state. Aa may b 
judged from the size of the cargo, tli 
ship is a very large one, and in point o 
build is superior to most tramp ships 
being very long and having tlie line 
otherwise of a very speedy steamer 
The Alagonia was at Labnan, North 
Borneo, at the time the steamer Amur 
now in port, put in there for repairs. 

COTTAGE CITY. 

As a substitute for the steamship Cit 
of Topeka, the Pacific Coast Rteamshi 
company's regular mail boat, the j'ca ner 
Cottage City arrived early yesterday 
morning on her initial trip north. Tli 
Cottage City has just been brough 
around from the Atlantic seaboard, 
where for years she plied between New 
York and Portland, Ale. She is quite as 
fast, if not faster, than the Topeka, and 
she has an advantage over the latter 
having more accommodation for passen 
gers. This is a matter that is partially 
accounted for in the faot that a large 
number of her bertliB can be readily 
transformed into Bettees. Hence the 
dining room is located in the centre 
the vessel, and can be used for a saloon 
for a great part of the time. Some 
of these settees can accommodate 
Ave people at a time and are very com- 
fortable. Inasmuch aa the steamer does 
not call at Dyea or SScagway, she carried 
a somewhat limited number of passen- 
gers in comparison to what she is capa- 
ble of carrying, there being on biard 150 
from tho Sound, of whom more than 
half were travelling in the saloon. There 
were fifteen leaving Victoria on the 
steamer, and those wishing to go farther 
north than Juneau will be obliged to 
transfer to the steamer Wolcott at that 
port. Capt. Hunter, formerly of the 
steamer Umatilla, haB command of the 
Cottage City and he has as pilots Cap- 
tains Patton and Jackson.

Crashed Into an Iceberg-. 

It Is a serious matter when a ship Is 
obliged to seek collision as the lesser of 
two evils. The author of "Greenland 
icefields" says that ha was onco on 
board a steamer in tho mouth of the 
strait of Bollo Islo where there were 
innumerable vast, beautiful icebergs, 
surrounded by a dense fog. The chance 
of encountering them, however, seemed 
so slight that tho boat continued its 
coin-so, though at slackened speed. He 
adds: 

Suddenly a largo spot in tho mist 
ahead of the ship lighted up, as if wu 
were coming to a clear space. But to 
the experienced eyes of the mate and 
the ice pilot it was an ominous specter, 
for it was tho ice blink of a huyo berg 
which almost at that very instant 
emerged from the mist, towering hun- 
dreds of feet above us and stretching 
out many hundred foot on either sido. 

ll was too late to avoid it. Safety, if 
it could be secured at all, lay in taking 
the collision straight ahead, mid ac- 
cordingly the rudder was turned at the 
instant the wheel was rovcrsed. The 
collision came all too soon. GX^at mass- 
es of ico fell upon the deck. Tho steam- 
er reeled like n drunken man, but the 
passengers scarcely hud timo to secure 
an upright position again befero all was 
quiet as death, while we anxiously 
watched tho carpenter as ho sounded 
the wells to see if there wero a leak. 

Meantime the lingo berg gleamed 
down upon us from its sereuo height in 
the mist and revealed clearly the point- 
ed sides of the great gash which had 
been made in it by the bow of our iron 
ship. 

After n few minutes of breathless 
anxiety it was ascertained that, beyond 
tho breaking of three or four iron plates 
of the ship high above- tho water lino 
and the disabling of ono anchor, no 
damage was done. Fortunately wo had 
hit tho iceberg where there wuh no pro- 
jecting foot below tho water. Othcr- 
wiso it would surely have been a fatal 
collision for us. 

It was thrilling indeed for ns to re- 
flect that we had Failed cr steamed by 
n most circuitous route to encounter 
this particular berg nnd hud hit it at 
almost tho culy sale point which it pre- 
sented for attack-.

t Fight In tho t'ollsonm. 

In a fragment of :t mediaeval diary, 
tho authorship of which is generally at- 
tributed to Ludovico Bouconte Mon- 
oldcschi da Orvieto, there is a descrip- 
tion of a great bullfight given in the 
Coliseum on tho 3d day of Septem- 
ber, 1832. It appears that tho arena 
was still free from any accumulation of 
soil, although tho marble scats aud tho 
marble decorations had already been 
taken away. Tho seats wero replaced, 
therefore, with red cloth. Monnldes- 
chi's acconnt of this last vision of ath- 
letic sports, of this ephemeral revival 
of classic games, the last of which had 
taken place 800 years before, is so graph- 
ic mid so full of details characteristic 
of tho age that it may please tho reader 
to know somewhat of thorn/ 

Tho seats had been divided into fonr 
sections. Tho first section was occupied 
by tho noblo ladies of tho Ponto and 
Pariono, led by tho beautiful Savolle 
Orsini; by those of Trastovero, led by 
Tncopolla do Vico, nnd by those of the 
Monti mid Campitolli, led by two of 
the Colonnas. Tho noblemen sat in tho 
next compartment. Women and men of 
thu middle and lower classes occupied 
tho third mid fourth sections. The bravo 
joung mo j, tho pick of tho Roman nnd 
Italian urisfocrncy, who wero to con- 
front tb* wild bulls wero remarkable 
for tho variety of tho colors they wore 
aud for tho mottoes engraved on their 
helmets. Tho gallant band of youths 
was not very successful on that day. 
When the fight canto to an end for want 
of moro champions, 18 of them wero 
ying dead in tho arena and 11 wero 
dangerously wounded, while only 11 
bulls had been killed. Tho dead heroes 
worn carried off in triumphal procession 
to St. John of Lateran, followed by tho 
whole crowd of spectators. — Atlantic

The Almost rntionoelvable Amount of I.uiu- 
uor Cut In WfaeonKln and Mlnnvaota. 

"Xlio Story of a Pino Bof.nl" is the 
title of an articlo by W. S. Hanvood in 
St. Nicholas. Mr, Harwood says oi tho 
lumbering in Wisconsin and Minnesota: 

About 4,160,000,000 feet of logs 
were, cut in tho season of 1895 — that is 
to Bay, what is equivalent to 4, 100,000,- 

000 piocos of board 112 inches squaro and 

1 inch think. I wonder if even the lum- 
ber men themselves, and the log cutters, 
and the manufacturers of lumber iu the 
great mills, realize what au enormous 
amount of lumber this is. Why, it 
would build a houso around tho Rlobo, 
with a main room ten feet high and a 
large attic, ceiling up tho inside walls 
nnd roof with sweet, fragrant pin 0. It 
would put down a matched floor, and 
then, when the -houso was all com- 
pleted, there would be left enough lum- 
ber to build tight board fences 011 either 
side of tho houso feet high tho whole 
distance around tho globo. Besides all 
this there' would bo shingles enough for 
a good portion of tho house, and then, 
if tho mighty builder of such a globo 
girdling houso wanted to fit it up a lit- 
tle more neatly, thero would bo a largo 
supply of laths, ami, 1 supposo, tho 
phtstorers could furnish him enough 
stucco and lime. 

Or if ho wanted to construct a roof 
shelter for all tho pooplo on tho globo 
our mighty builder could accommodate 
them all, allowing to each niau, woman 
and child a clear spaco of two square 
foot in which to stand, and still have 
room left over for G00,000,000 men 
with tho samo room in whioh to stand. 
And, to look at it in still another way, 
this samo buildor would have material 
to construct a bicyclo path of pine, a lit- 
tle over two feet wido, from the earth 
to tho moon, for thero would bo nearly 
800,000 miles of board a foot wide and 
an inch thick. In sawing this lumber up 
into tho required length and thickness 
thoro was a great wasto in sawdust — so 
great, indeod, that tho sawdust pile 
would stand 112 foot high on a city 
squaro and 500 feet squaro at tho base, 
and this is saying nothing about tho 
vast amount of pieces of slabs which 
aro split up into kindlings. 

I'his enormous quantity of lumber 
represents merelj- tho output of two 
forests— one in tho northwestern part of 
tho stato of Wisconsin, and tho other in 
tho northern part of tho stato of .Minne- 
sota, and at tho rato the logs are being 
cut up thero will not bo a pieco of pino 
forest standing in all this vast region at 
the end of ten years unless something is 
done by tho government to put a stop 
to tho ravages.

An especially interesting report in 
connection with the condition, as to efli 
ciency and otherwise, of the police of 
British Columbia, was laid before the 
Legislature yesterday by Hon. Mr 
Eberts. In it is contained all customary 
statistical information in connection 
with the maintenance and operation of 
the police department, while the history 
of the paBt year, with tho conclusions 
naturally presenting themselves at its 
close, was thus reviewed by tho superin- 
tendent of police, Mr. F. S. Huseey 

Since the presentation of my last an- 
nual report, many changes have taken 
place. The province has progressed by 
leaps and bounds into a position of great 
prominence, owing to the development 
of itB vaBt mineral resources and the re 
cent rich discoveries of gold in tho Omi- 
neca, Cassiar and Yukon districts. The 
latter haB attracted the greatest atten- 
tion, and thousands of people from all 
parts of the world have come, and are 
coming to our coast on their way to the 
various mining camps. 

It is gratifying to note that notwith- 
standing this enormous addition to the 
floating population, including as it does 
a large per centage of an. undesirable 
class, there has been but a very small 
increase of crime during the past twelve 
months and no increase in the number 
of serious . offences. During the year 
ending October 31, 1896, 1,8-19 persons 
were convicted and sentenced to impris 
onment in the common jails and lock 
ups of the province, while for the same 
period ending October 31, 189", 1,888 
were convicted, showing an increase of 
39 convictions. ThiB increase conBiBts 
almost entirely of offences against the 
by-lawB of the various cities, as will be 
seen by referring to the table contained 
in thiB report. 

Owing to the tremendoue influx, 
which is increaaing daily, of miners, 
prospectors and others into the Cassiar 
district, and the construction of rail 
ways through that portion of the prov- 
ince, it will he necessary to materially 
increase the police force. To provide for 
this increase, and also for any emergen 
ciea that may ariBe, and in order that 
isolated districts may be afforded pro- 
per and adequate police protection, J 
would respectfully urge that an appro 
priation of ifSO.OOO be made for the sal- 
aries of police constables for the vear 
ending June 31, 1899. 

The force now consists of a superin- 
tendent, one sergeant and 98 constables, 
besides a number of special police 
who are employed in various parts 
of the province from time to time aB 
they may be required. The conduct of 
the men during the past year has, with 
few exceptions, been very creditable. 
No flneB for any infractions of the regu- 
lations have been imposed. One inves- 
tigation has been held, resulting in the 
resignation of the officer against whom 
the complaint was made. 

During the past summer, in AuguBt 
last, a detachment of provincial con- 
stables was sent to Tagish lake, in the 
Northwest Territories, to assist in the 
establishment of a Dominion customs 
house at that point, and to protect the 
customs officers in the discharge of their 
duties of collecting revenue on dutiable 
goods going into the Northwest Terri- 
tories until the arrival of, the Northwest 
mounted police, who would relieve them. 
I am pleased to be able to state that not- 
withstanding the threats of many, es- 
pecially of those from tho United States 
that they would forcibly resist any at- 
tempt to collect duties, the police, with- 
out causing any friction between them- 
selves and the owner of such goods, were 
mainly instrumental in collecting forthe 
Dominion government revenues to tho 
amount of about .$25,000. Trio sub-col- 
lector at Tagish lake, like Mr. John God- 
son, expressed in the highest terms his 
appreciation of the services and con- 
duct of the men while under his con- 
trol. This in itself is worthy of note, as 
showing the respect in which the police 
of this province are held. 

It has already been found necessary to 
establish police police posts in the north- 
ern part of the province, and the num- 
ber of posts will doubtless have to be 
largely augmented in the near future. 
Two officers have been stationed at Lake 
Bennett under the supervision of Capt. 
W. J. Rant, who haB recently been ap- 
pointed gold commisBioner and stipendi- 
ary magistrate at that point. This is an 
important post and will require addi- 
tional assistance owing to its closo prox- 
imity to the lawless element now con- 
gregated in the towns of Skagway and 
Dyea in the disputed territory, and to 
the strict surveillance that will have to 
be exercised over the movements of this 
class during the coming summer. Six 
officers in charge of Mr. W. H. Llullock- 
WebBter, formerly chief constable of the 
Now Westminster district, have been 
placed on the Stikino river — two at Glen- 
ora, two at Telegraph creek and two at 
Teslin lake. These will likewise have to 
be increased, as it is absolutely neces 
sary that police postB be maintained at 
regular intervals of not more than fifty 
mileB over this, which will be in all prob- 
ability the most-travelled route to the 
Yukon gold fields. 

In consequence of the high wages paid 
in this northern part of tho province, 
and the difficulty in obtaining supplies 
the salaries of these oflicerB are higher 
than in other districts, namely $100 per 
month. This accounts for the large in- 
crease required for the payment- of sal- 
aries. A mounted constable at a salary 
of $100 per month haB been appointed for 
the Chilcotin district, with hia head- 
quarters at or near Alexis Creek in the 
county of Cariboo. ThiB appointment 
was made at tho request of numerous re- 
sidents of that district, who havo com- 
plained for some time past of the law- 
lessness of the IndianB, culminating re- 
cently in a murder committed in the 
vicinity of Tat la lake. It is thought that 
the presence of an energetic officer, who 
will establish a regular patrol through- 
out the district will very soon have the 
effect of reducing the I ndiana to a more 
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probably have to be established, as the 
Indians in the neighborhood have been 
causing considerable trouble. In a re- 
cent caBO of aggravated assault of a very 
seriouB character, committed by a half- 
breed, the government was put to con- 
siderable expense in bringing tho 
offender to justice, owing to the ab- 
sence of a resident constable in the 
locality. 

In the Kootenay district, consequent 
upon the increasing development of its 
mineral resourcea and the construction 
of railways, additional police have boen 
appointed, and a thorough pp.trol system 
is now beiDg carried out. This patrol 
extends throughout the southern por- 
tions of Yale and East and West Koote- 
nay districts. 

In the past twelve months there have 
been built two new mils, aB recommend- 
ed in my last report*. At Kamloops a 
building capable of accommodating 86 
prisoners, with officers' quarteia at- 
tached, has been erected to take the 
place of the old jail, which was quite in- 
adequate for the growing requirements 
of tho Yale-Cariboo district. The old 
jail has been handed over to the city 
authorities for municipal purposes. At 
Nelson a new jail has been established, 
build from the same plans as the new 
jail as Kamloops. This jail supplies a 
long felt want, aa prisoners from all 
parte of the Kootenay districts were for- 
merly taken to Kamloops, and in many 
cesea during the past two years, on ac- 
count of the overcrowded state of that 
jail, had to be transferred to the provin- 
cial jail at Nbw Westminster at great ex- 
pense to the government. 

The staffs of these jails will be found 
in the reports of the provincial jails em- 
bodied iu this report. It has been sug- 
gested, and I would respectfully urge 
that the matter be favorably considered, 
that the officials in provincial jails be 
Bttpplied with uniforms. This would be 
advantageous in many ways, chiefly in 
making the officers more conspicuous 
while in the charge of priaonera; it is 
also a well known fact that a uniformed 
staff is much rnoro rpspected by the 
usual class of criminals. The cost of 
these uniforms would be about $55 per 
man for two suits per year, including 
caps and buttons. There are at present 
five jails in the establishment, whose offi- 
cers are about 30 in number, making the 
yearly coat of this Btep about $1,980. 

The increase of crime among juvenile 
offenders has necessitated the reopening 
of the juvenile reformatory at Victoria. 
In the OoaBt cities especiolly it became 
apparent that a check muBt be put on a 
certain elasB of boys who prowl around 
the streets by day and night, disturbing 
and annoying paasera-by, and wilfully 
and maliciously destroying property, 
thus eventually becoming involved in 
more seriouB crime. I feel compelled to 
remark that this lamentable Btate of 
affairs has in many cases been brought 
about by the laxity of parents or guardi- 
ans who, in allowing their children thus 
to frequent the streets and drift into 
criminal courseware themselves in great 
meaBure guilty of crime, and are equally 
in need of punishment, On the 10th 
December last the reformatory was re- 
opened under the supervision of Mr. K. 
E. Hanson, actingBuperintendent, whose 
report is annexed. Twelve boys, whose 
sentences vary from one to twelve 
months, have been received in the insti- 
tution. Their time is fully occupied in 
various ways, and the discipline well 
maintained. I would respectfully sug- 
gest that the regulation now in force in 
the provincial jails as to the remission of 
five days in each month of a prisoner's 
sentence for good conduct be extended 
to the reformatory. This would be an 
incentive to good behaviour, and in the 
hands of the superintendent would be of 
great assistance in maintaining discip- 
line.

GOOD CITIZENS. 

Superintendent Eaton Tells the High School 
Pupils How to Be a Credit 
to Canada. 

Through the efforts of Principal Paul 
and his staff a series of very interesting 
and profitable lectureB ia being given on 
alternato Friday afternoons before the 
pupils of the High school. Lectures 
have been given thus far by Archdeacon 
Scriven, Rev. P. C. L. Harris and Dr. 
ErneBt Hall. Yesterday afternoon it was 
the turn of City Superintendent Eaton, 
who spoke for an hour on " The Educa- 
tion of tho Citizen."' The aim of the 
lecture was to impress upon the students 
the importance of high educational idealB 
with a view to the fullest possible 
preparation for their responsibilities 
aB the future citizens of thts country. 
Incidentally the speaker commended the 
provisions "for physical training in the 
Victoria schools. While he approved of 
the idea that education should he prac- 
tical, he repudiated that sordid, narrow- 
view that would limit the practical to 
what was immediately convertible into 
dollars and cents. A liberal high school 
education was not, aB some people con- 
tend, too good for Victoria boys and 
girls. In speaking of the importance of 
high standards in moral training, Mr. 
Eaton commended the excellent moral, 
tone of the school, and urged the pupils 
to set honor above every price. But 
there is something to be added to a 
physical, intellectual and moral educa- 
tion — and that is culture. Refinement 
of manner, speech and sentiment are too 
often left out of the reckoning in educa- 
tional ideals. The speaker concluded by 
urging his hearers to prove themselves 
worthy of Canadian citizenship.

Board of Trade Ureres tbe Dominion 
Government to Extend It to 
the Coast. 



Opposing- Corbin's Application for 
Kailway Charter as Diverting 
Trade From the Province. 



An important meeting of the council 
of the board of trade was held yesterday 
morning with the president, Mr. G. A. 
Kirk, in the chair for the purpose of 
meeting shipping men interested in the 
Stikino river navigation, and to discuss 
suggestions for regulations looking to' 
the safety of navigation on that river. 
Besides the president, the memberB of 
the council present were Messrs. W 
A. Ward, W. P. Bullen, D. R. Ker, A 
C. Plumerfelt, T. Futcher, Joshua Davies 
and F. J. Claxton. The shipping repre 
Bentatives present were Hon. Edgar 
Dewdney, G. L. Courtney, H. Maitland 
Kersey, ThomaB Earle, M.P., and P 
Hickey. Mr. Hickey, who has had 
much experience in steamboating 
on tho Stikine, pointed out the necessity 
of some regulations to safeguard vessels 
passing through the canyon, and after 
discussing the matter the committee on 
navigation and harbors was requested to 
look into it and report aB soon 
possible. 

After the shipping men had with- 
drawn there waB an important report 
from the committee on railways taken 
up by the council. In the first place 
the committee emphatically expressed 
the opinion as to the desirability of the 
construction of a line of e railway from 
some port on the coastof British Colum 
hia to connect with the railway to the 
Yukon, bo that the line to the Yukon 
would be entirely within Canadian terri- 
tory. Tho secretary waB accordingly in 
structed to telegraph thiB decision to 
Hon. Mr. Blair, minister of railways, at 
Ottawa, and to urge that the building of 
this railway from the coast be taken up 
at once. 

As the result of information given 
by Mr. Joshua Davies from his 
observations in the Kootenay 
country, the railway committee 
Btrongly recommended that the provin- 
cial government be asked not to grant 
any of thecharters asked forfor railways 
running through East Kootenay, unless 
the railway ran to Kootenay lake, so 
that the British Columbia merchants 
could have a chance to compete for the 
trade, otherwise the trade would all go 
to the East or South, and British Colum 
hia would not benefit by it. This was 
adopted. 

In reference to the railway charter 
which Mr. Bostock has presented at Ot- 
tawa for Mr. D. C. Corbin, to run a rail- 
way line from near Fort Sheppard into 
the Kettle river country, the committee 
states that Mr. Davies reminded them 
"that the C.P.R. haB acquired the 
Heinze charter to build from the Colum 
bia river to Penticton on Okanagan lake, 
both points being Bituated on the navi 
cable waters of this province and acces- 
sible to our transportation companies. 
To approve of Mr. Corbin'a application 
and to grant him a charter would 
eirnply mean the extension of the 
Red Mountain railway, whose terminus 
is in Northport, in the United States, 
and will give him additional facilities for 
draining the Boundary country of itB 
ores, as is now done hy the lied Moun- 
tain railway with the Rosaland ores. 
The Red Mountain and Boundary coun 
tries promise to provide a very large 
tonnage of medium and low grade ores, 
which will pay freight and which will 
give employ ment to a number of men 
handling same. Every legitimate ell' 
should be made to retain this business 
in the province. Your committee beg to 
report that in their opinion the granting 
of a charter to Mr. Corbin to run a rail 
way into tbe Kettle Kiver country from 
near Fort Sheppard would, by diverting 
trade to the eouth of the boundary, be 
highly detrimental to the interests of 
the province, and that this should also 
be at once brought under the notice of 
the chairman of the railway committee 
of the house. 

The council adopted tho report of the 
committee and the minister of railways, 
and the representatives of British Co 
umhia at Ottawa have been telegraphed 
accordingly. 

Tho Ottawa government have been 
wired by the council of the board urging 
that so long aa British Columbia luml 
is subject to duty in the United StateB 
that Canada impose an equivalent duty 
on the American article.
